23. Approval: 2006 Health Insurance Rates: 

Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Jack Sharry, of Group Benefits Strategies, the Town’s group health insurance consultant, presented 
the proposed health insurance rates per plan for calendar year 2006. Kenneth Hughes, Chair of the Health Insurance 
Advisory Committee refuted 3 of the 6 recommended plan increases; he recommended a 5% decrease rather than a 1% 
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decrease on Blue Choice; he recommended a 10% increase on HMO Blue rather than a 15% increase and he recommended a 
4% increase in Medex rather than the proposed 7.77% increase. There was much discussion on the reasons for the 
increases and methodology of how the numbers were formulated. 

Mr. Greeley made the following motion for next year’s plans: 

• Blue Choice a 5% decrease 

• HMO Blue a 12.5% increase 

• M ajor M edical a 11 % increase 

• Master Health Plus a 5% decrease 

• M edex a 6% increase 

• Managed Blue for Seniors a 7.13% increase 

SO VOTED (5-0) 

The Board agreed to re-look at the numbers in March 2006 and adjust amounts if necessary. 

Mr. Sullivan cautioned the Board that the recommended numbers are made on sound actuary facts and to deviate arbitrarily 
is not good fiscal planning 

24. Update: Peirce Field 

John F. Maher, Town Counsel 

Mr. Maher reported that the field should be completed by the end of this month and stresses it is a great community asset 
not just a school asset. He anticipates when the project is finished the Industrial Parties will trigger the dispute mechanism. 
Mr. Maher estimates that the Town of Arlington will have some potential responsibility but much smaller than the overrun.

Mrs. Mahon reported that the Walter Boyle plaque at Hands Across Alewife would be replaced with a larger one that is privately 
funded. The Selectmen’s Office will send a letter to the Memorial Committee. 

Mrs. Mahon reported to Mr. Sullivan that Thorndike Field was damaged this past weekend by an over 30 men’s league from 
Somerville. She will forward the names and information to Mr. Sullivan. 

Mrs. M ahon requested the Board to initiate a “friend of the court filing” or a request for “an adjudicatory hearing” regarding CSO 
issues and a need for Arlington to stop the variance delays. This could put off dealing with raw sewerage for 2 years. Mrs. Dias 
suggested having the Town consultant write a letter. Mrs. Dias also stated that there needs to be a plan to eliminate CSO’s in 
Cambridge, Belmont, and Arlington. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Sullivan to contact Mr. Lasky on the status of the contamination project at Dillboy and report back to the 
Board on why and how and how to stop the issue. 

Mrs. Mahon requested Jim Porter and Steve Boudreau, of the Menotomy Journal, as an agenda item for 10/24/05. 

Mrs. Dias requested that Rep. Jay Kaufman’s Bill regarding community based electric companies be an agenda item for 10/24/05.
